Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, south 
ern California, and western Toxas, ' 
is probable that no less than ten pe 
cent of the 0,000,000 people i» thl 
territory have tuberculosis themselves 
or have come to the west becausr 
some members of their family hav 
had it. Every year, the health authori- 
ties estimate, 
consumptives, 
come -west to die. For these cases, 
the climate of this section of the coun- 
try can do nothing, and they are com- 
pelled to die ln/strange surroundings 
and thousands of miles from home 
and friends.

tion points out further that from 50 
to 60 per cent. oJ these advanced 
cases are too poor to

are either starved to death, or com-

of the superior or conquering nation 
above that of the Inferior or vanquish- 
ed.

pole.

and power industries in Denmark, It 
appears that all tho towns of 5,000 
nhabltants and over are now provid- 
ed with public electric service, nays 
:he Scientific American. AB to towns 
laving between 6,000 and 3,000 Inhab- 
tants, there are only three In which 
electric mains are not installed, so 
:lmt it will bo seen that Denmark IB 
one of the most progressive countries 
,n this respect. The largest aUcd elec- 
tric stations are to be found at 
Co- 


penhagen and at present there arc 
three large plants In operation giving 
a total of 27,000 horse power. Cur- 
rent is supplied for the city 
mains, 


as well as for the tramway lines. As 
regards the Danish stations in small 
towns, in general each town has its 
own plant, and there Is but one ex- 
ample of an intercommunal system. 
This is at Skovshoved, near Coperiua- 
gen, and the central station extends 
its power lines over all the suburban 
regions, also supplying tho tramways 
of 
Hellerup and 
Klampenburg. In 


most of the town electric stations the 
Diesel heavy oil engine is used.
